Washington.—A new division of fu r 
resou rces was established in the De­ 
partment of Agricu ltu re recently. This 
means that the government is going to 
take a special interest in conserving 
the cou ntry’s fu r su pply. 
Some of the valu able fu r-bearing 
animals of the United States have 
been almost entirely killed off or driven 
far back into the wilderness as civili­ 
zation tu rned swamps and forests into 
farms and towns. 
Yet the indu stry Is 
growing, becau se more people than 
ever before are wearing fu rs. Fu r lias 
become an everyday staple commodity, 
in demand not only for warmth bu t for 
trimming and decorative pu rposes. 
More extensive u se of fu r has been 
made possible, in tho face of a dwin­ 
dling 
natu ral su pply, by the changes 
in 
the kind of fu rs worn. 
Once the 
market was most keenly Interested in 
rare and preciou s pelts. 
A trapper 
wou ld hu nt for an entire winter in the 
wilderness cou ntry and think the time 
well spent if he came bu ck with a 
single sliver fox. 
If it was a fine pelt 
his catch wou ld bring from $1,000 to 
$5,000. If he cou ld get a well-matched 
pair of silver foxes he was assu red of 
arou nd $10,000. 
The sort of adventu rou s hu nting for 
rare skins still goes on, bu t the fu r 
market does the profitable bu lk of its 
bu siness in mu skrat, sku nk, the less 
valu able foxes, raccoon, squ irrel and 
other moderately priced and plentifu l 
fu rs. 
These small native fu r bearers rep­ 
resent 
a 
great 
sou rce 
of national 
wealth. Fu rs trapped and produ ced on 
farms in a single state like New York 
are valu ed at several million dollars a 
year. 
The difficu lty Is that most of the 
states are not protecting their fu r re­ 
sou rces so as to get the most ou t of 
them in the long ru n. In many stat*1» , 
laws do not protect certain fu r bearers 
at all. 
The mu skrat, for Instance, 
which is the most valu able fu r pro­ 
du cer in the United States, is not pro­ 
tected in 11 states. Most of the state 
trapping laws are defective In that 
they do not protect the animals over 
a 
su fficient period of the year. 
And in 
some cases the laws are not rigidly en­ 
forced. 
There are no general statistics show­ 
ing how rapidly the fu r bearers are 
being killed off. 
There are no figu res 
showing exactly how many animals 
are being killed off. There are no fig­ 
u res showing exactly how- many ani­ 
mals are taken in the breeding sea- 
j son or In warm weather when their 
fu r is poor in qu ality—thou gh the gov 
ernment’g estimate Is that from 45 to 
55 per cent of the pelts pu t on the j 
raw fu r market are taken when the 
fu r Is almost valu eless. 
Experts in the Department of Agri­ 
cu ltu re have for the last 12 years been 
experimenting with fu r problems and 
u rging protective legislation. The new | 
division is pu shing the work ahead. It 
is trying to demonstrate the advan- 
j 
rages of limiting the fu r hu nting sea- , 
son to a very few months of winter 
and very early spring, when hu nting 
j 
is really profitable. 
Short seasons for ; 
most of the fu r animals are economical j 
in every way, as the fu r Indu stry It­ 
self realizes. 
h u r b earers Are Assets. 
Every one realizes 
that 
farmers 
shou ld be permitted to destroy trou ­ 
blesome predatory animals and that 
when a species becomes too nu merou s 
the restrictions on killing shou ld be 
lessened. 
Mostly, however, the need 
is for greater protection for these ani­ 
mals. 
Many of the small fu r animals 
have repu tations for destroying crops 
and doing other damage, whereas they 
are really economic assets, becau se 
they prey on pests considered more de­ 
stru ctive than themselves. 
When a valu able fu r bearer becomes 
rare In a section, the fu r division ad­ 
vocates that trapping be entirely pro­ 
hibited for several years, so that the 
species may re-establish Itself. 
Perhaps the most Interesting work 
done by the division Is In connection 
with the breeding of fu r nnlnmls. For 
some years the government experts 
have been experimenting with fu r- 
farming methods bu t they say that 
comparatively little is yet known re­ 
garding the habits and the handling of 
fu r bearers In captivity. 
The breeding of foxes Is very well 
u nderstood, and of all the animals 
raised for fu r the fox has so far most 
generou sly repaid the breeders. Almost 
sixty years ago, Canadians had the 
idea of breeding silver foxes. The sil­ 
ver fox, which was then so mu ch

In the case of some of these small 
animals, su ch as the mu skrat, sku nk 
and raccoon, it is qu ite possible to 
raise stock in close captivity, bu t the 
market conditions are su ch that rais­ 
ing them in pens does not pay very 
well. 
Fu r farming will probably attract an 
increasing nu mber of specialist farm­ 
ers as government experts and other 
investigators leu rn more abou t practi­ 
cal 
methods in this new bu siness. 
Farming is a more expensive method 
of produ cing fu r than trapping, and 
so it will probably never replace trap­ 
ping entirely, not, at any rate, if the 
states protect their natu ral su pply of 
fu r bearers. 
F. G. Ash brook, head of .the govern­ 
ment fu r division, makes the point 
that the government might well adopt 
the policy of restocking depleted lau ds 
with su itable fu r bearers.

From time Immemorial, St. Andrew 
has been the patron saint of Scotland, 
to whom November 30 Tins been dedi­ 
cated. 
He first comes to our knowl­ 
edg e throug h the g ospels, which state 
that he was the brother of Simon 
Peter, and a son of Jonas, a fisher­ 
man of Bethsaida, on the northwest­ 
ern shore of the Sea of Ualilee. 
H* 
had been a disciple of John the Bap» 
tist, but left his former master and at­ 
tached himself to our Lord, to whom 
he broug ht his brother, Simon Peter, 
say s the Spring field Republican. 
The traditions about St. Andrew are 
various. 
The early Father Eusebius 
states that he preached in Scy thia on 
the north side of the Black sea. Je­ 
rome and Theodoret named Aehaia, c- 
southern Greece, as the field cl| hlC 
labors after the ascension of our Lord; 
and he Is suld to have been crucified 
at Patras in Aehaia on a cross in the 
form of the letter X, known since 
then as St. Andrew’s cross. 
Two hundred and eig hty y ears later 
his bones were removed to Constanti­ 
nople. 
About the y ear 600 they were 
ag ain ex humed and committed to the 
care of a pkms man named Rule or 
Reg ulua, who, after a stormy voy ag e 
of a y ear and a half, was wrecked on 
the promontory of the Wild Boar on 
the North sea, now the coast of Flfe- 
shlre, 
Scotland. 
Out of the wreck 
Reg ulua saved the hag containing thiL 
hones of St. Andrew. 
Reg ulus was received with g ratitude 
and affection by the people; a piece 
of g round was g ifted by the king to 
God and St. Andrew, and the bones 
were ag ain Interred. 
In a cave in a 
sandstone cliff hard 
by Reg ulus took 
up his abode, to g uard the place where 
the treasure lay and to preach the 
g ospel of Christ. .Throug h the preach­ 
ing of the holy man many of the Piets 
were converted and the little monas­ 
tery of wicker work or chapel of rude 
stones g nthered from the neig hboring 
beach, which had been built over the 
place where the bones of the apostle 
had been laid, became a place of sa­ 
cred pilg rimag e, 
A little town sprang 
up close by and received the name of 
St. Andrew's. 
The g reat cathedral of 
St. Reg ulus, the ruins of which stih 
dominate the old town, was erected Iju 
honor of him who had broug ht to the 
place the bones of the apostle, and 
renown. 
In this way St. Andrew be­ 
came the patron saint of Scotland.

From the service of the king thv 
vessel passed to that of an Eng lish 
merchant prince, then successively tc- 
war service, to a band of British ad­ 
venturers who called her the Frontiers­ 
man, and finally , after the adventurers 
were bankrupt at San Pedro, into the 
liq uor trade.

the leg itimate lines of shipping , be­ 
cause she was a coal-burning veasel 
on an oil-burning coast. 
Her decks eq uipped with machine 
g uns to keep away robbers, she sailed 
to p Havana under the new name ct 
Guilia.

Guilia ran out of fuel off the west, 
coast of Mex ico.

as a last resort, part of her rum carg o 
was fed to the flames a bottle at a 
time. 
At Ensenada, Lower California, 35 
tons of coal were obtained, and the

When a settlement was arriv ed 
at in 18-16 and tlie boundary was fixed 
in its present position, the H udson’s 
Bay company relinquished its hold on 
its post in the Oregon territory and re­ 
tired to Fort Victoria.

pany had constructed the fort three 
years before and this post now be­ 
came the most southerly of those exist­ 
ing on the shores of the Pacific.
